makes no exceptions and answer 
came back lhat Depialo would have 
to take his lurn in the draft. 
He 


appealed to the Polish Military com 
mission and received the same re- 
ply. Becaue he was ineligible on ac- 
count of his registration, the Polish 
commission also gave him a 
dis- 


charge as a lieutenant. 


It was then that Deptalo is believ- 


ed to have taken matters in!o his 
own hands and lo ha've secretly en- 
listed as a private in another divi- 
sion of the Polish army, where it 
is probably not known that he had 
^ppjied for American cjizenship, 
and thus he will have his wish to 
get promptly into France with the 
service he prefers.—Stevens Point 
Journal.

MAGAZINES FOR.SOLDIERS 


Postmaster 
Malt Stapleton 
has 


'been advised of a modification of the 
ruling as to magazines to ttt mailed 
lo soldier's and sailors. Heretofore 
magazines bearing the proper notice 
by the publishers in the upper right 
hand corner on the first page were 
mailable to soldiers at the front by 
merely placing a one-cent stamp up- 
on each. 


The new order says thai "on ac- 


count of excessive demands for ton- 
nage for the army it this particu- 
lar time" the order £s modified to 
Include only magazines bearing * 
new legend on the upper hand cor- 
ner of the publication. Th« new 
notice is 19 ifce {ffecj thai a one- 


cent stamp placed over the reading 
notice will be sufficient to have the 
magazine "placed in the hands of 
our soldiers or sailors destined to 
proceed overseas." That 
wording 


would indicate that the magazines 
will be consigned to men inside the 
United States rather than to those 
already across the water, the post- 
master states.

DONT MISS SUN 


ECLIPSE JUNE 8 


Prof. George Cornstock of the uni- 


versity observatory said that the 
eclipse of 
the '. sun on 
June 
8, 


vrfll 
be 
a ' total 
eclipse in 


some parts of the country. It will 
be visible to Wisconsin people on 
the afternoon of that date. 


It is only about 
once in every 


BCO years that America ns gei 
a 


chance to stand in their own yaids 
and see a total eclipse of the sun. 
And the 8th of June this year is one 
of these rare occasions. 


Of course total eclipses are hap- 


pening somewhere in the world 
most of the time, but they get all 
over the world only about once in 
tvery three and a half centuries. So 
it -will be well worth your while 
to watch for this one. 


This eclipse, during which the 


moon will swing in between 
the 


ea^th and the sun, blotting • out 
daylight in many parts of the Unit- 
ed States and casting world shad- 
ow en others will begin a! sunrise, 
away over at the little island of 
Bodina, so-jth of Japan."It will pass 
quietly across the Pacific, mating 
the trip in about two hours and a 
quarter,.sinking the American coast 
at the Columbia river about 1:55 p. 
m At this time^it will be traveling 
at the rale of nearly two thousand 
miles an hour. 
\ 


This great black shadow will cut 


a diagonal swath across the United 
Slates about sixty miles wide, which 
will run through part of Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho, Wyoming, Col- 
orado, Kansas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama and Florida. 
This swath will be dark with the 
darkness of total eclipse for about 
ninety seconds. Folk on both sides 
of the black path will gel a share 
of it. They will see not a total 
eclipse, but a partial one, on the 
afternoon of June 8. 
The farther 


away they are from the path, the 
less will be their gloom, but they'll 
have to be pretty far away. Even 
as far as southern California about 
three quarters of the sun will be cov 
ered. Pretty much all of the United 
States will get a touch of the big 
event. 


The big shadow will sweep across 


the country- at an almost unbeliev- 
able rate of speed. The fastest ex- 
press train, the speediest flying ma- 
:hine, would seem merely to crawl 
in comparison with it It will flash 
from coast to coast in exactly forty 
seven minutes. It should reach the 
Mississippi valley about 4:37 p. m., 
central time, jumping off the Flori- 
da coast at 5:42.

Inrned 
astronomers 
topsy-turvy. 


They are rushing around planting 
mammoth cameras in big observa- 
tories to snap the phenomena. They 
are putting them all along the route 
of the big show, for fear a small 
cloud may interfere with cameras 
here and there. One big earth eye 
has been fixed at Denver by 
the 


Yerfces observatory.

Alien Women 


Commences June 17 and continues on each 
successive day, except Sunday, June 23\ up 
to and including Wednesday, June 26. 


Place of Registration-City Hall, Rhinelander 


For failure to register, a German alien female, In addition to all other 


penalties prescribed by law, is liable to restraint. Imprisonment and deten- 
tion for the duration of the war, or to give security, or to removal and de- 
parture from the United States. An alien female required to register who 
shall, after the date fixed for Issuance to her of a registration card, be found 
without having her registration card on her person Is liable to penalties. 


Any American woman who married a German or other foreigner takes 


nationality of her husband and must register. The martial relation Is term 
Inated only by death or absolute divorce. The wife of a citizen or subject of 
Germany who has not acquired naturalization In the United States and their 


foreign-born female children of fourteen years and upward now witrfln the 
United States are German alien females and rtquired to register, except 
those foreign-born children as have separately acquired naturalization or 
prior to April 6,1917, have married American citizens. The marriage of a 
German alien widow to an American citizen prior to April 6,1917, naturaliz- 
es as American citizens herself and such of her foreign-born minor children 
as were dwelling In the United States at the time of such marriage or who 
became permanently residents of the United States before reaching their 
majority. 


In addition to filling out three registration affidavits, the alien female fs 


required to furnish three photographs, three Inches by three Inches, of her- 
self, and have prints of each thumb and finger, togethsrwlth the plain Im- 
pression of the four fingers of both hands taken simultaneously.
